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THE  VALEDICTORIAN 

On  Monday  afternoon,  April  17,  Gladys  Meadors  was  chosen  valedictorian 
of  the  June  class  by  the  faculty.

Then  each  member  of  the  faculty  is  given  opportunity 
to  discuss  the  citizenship  of  the  students  listed.  This  discussion  often  reaches 
back  into  the  sophomore  year  of  the  student.  Thus  this  honor  is  not  one  of  the 
senior  year  but  one  of  the  whole  high  school  career.  Just  as  good  grades  must 
be  obtained  from  the  beginning  of  senior  high  school,  so  must  the  recipient  of 
this  honor  be  from  his  sophomore  year  upwards  a  valuable  member  of  the  school, 
valued  by  both  students  and  teachers.

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INSTALLATION  OF  JUNIOR  CLASS  OFFICERS 

The  installation  of  the  officers  of  the  Junior  Class  was  held  in  the  high  shcool 
auditorium  on  the  afternoon  of  December  23,  1932.

The  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  Senior 
Class  invested  the  candidates  for  the  similar  office  in  the  Junior  Class  with  the 
sign  of  their  office.  They  accompanied  the  investiture  with  a  formal  pledge, 
the  Junior  officers  repeating  the  pledge  after  them.  Then  the  treasurer,  secre- 
tary, vice-president,  and  president  of  the  Junior  Class  were  installed  by  the 
respective  Senior  officers. 

The  purpose  of  such  a  ceremony  is  to  impress  not  only  upon  the  class  offi- 
cers but  upon  the  members  of  the  class  as  well  the  responsibility  assumed  by 
each  officer. 

The  installation  committee  was  composed  of  Maurice  Askins,  Alice  Weir, 
Harold  Michel,  with  Miss  Harper,  Miss  Meyer,  and  Mr.  Nelson  as  advisers.

THE  SPECIAL  SCHOOL  ELECTION 

As  the  summer  vacation  came  to  an  end  and  school  was  about  to  open,  a 
great  question  came  up  that  affected  all  the  Seniors  in  the  Decatur  High  School. 
The  question  was  none  other  than  whether  or  not  Decatur  could  support  a  four- 
year  high  school.  If  the  school  board  decided  to  abandon  the  Decatur  High 
School  and  become  a  part  of  a  non-high  school  district,  then  no  Senior  year 
could  be  offered.  Taxes  for  a  non-high  school  district  have  to  be  very  high 
because  the  district  has  to  pay  tuition  for  each  senior  in  some  high  school  district. 
The  board  stated  that  a  tax  levy  of  40  cents  on  one  hundred  dollar  property  valu- 
ation could  maintain  a  four-year  high  school  for  Decatur.  If  Decatur  became 
part  of  non-high  territory,  a  tax  levy  of  50  cents  on  one  hundred  dollar  property 
valuation  was  automatically  imposed  upon  the  tax  payers.  Since  the  board  them- 
selves could  not  vote  a  40  cent  tax  levy,  they  decided  to  become  part  of  non-high 
school  territory. 

At  the  opening  of  school  there  was  much  excitement.  Though  the  Seniors 
were  not  supposed  to  come  to  school,  some  of  them  came  and  attended  classes 
while  others  rushed  about  like  so  many  Sophomores.  Many  of  them  planned  to 
move  away  from  Decatur  or  made  arrangements  to  complete  their  high  school 
education  in  small  schools  near  Decatur.  So  great  was  the  feeling  among  parents 
and  seniors  that  the  board  decided  to  bring  the  matter  to  a  vote  of  the  people. 
The  question  had  to  be  stated  in  such  a  manner  that,  to  those  not  understanding 
the  subject,  it  seemed  to  be  calling  for  an  increase  in  taxes.  This  made  it  neces- 
sary for  the  supporters  of  the  Decatur  High  School  to  explain  the  matter  to  the 
voters. 
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Then  a  parade  was  planned.  This 
meant  thai  the  students  had  to  j^'cl 
materials  for  banners  and  signs.  Mrs. 
Maude  Carter  Meyer  and  her  art 
classes  agreed  to  make  them  if  tin 
material  could  be  obtained.  The  com- 
mittee went  to  all  the  paint  stores, 
lumber  companies  and  art  shops  to 
gather  donated  materials  for  the  par- 
ade. They  were  refused  but  tour 
times  out  of  the  many  places  the}' 
went  to  ask  for  these  materials.  The 
following  men  and  business  houses 
enabled  them  to  make  the  parade  a 
success :

The  Decatur  Herald  and  Review  published  excellent  write-ups  for  the 
Seniors  during  the  three  weeks  pending  the  election.  These  kept  the  subject 
before  the  voters  in  a  favorable  way.  The  class  of  1933  appreciates  the  loyalty 
of  the  Decatur  papers  throughout  the  referendum  campaign. 

A  committee  from  the  Senior  Class  was  appointed.  Its  members  were  Rus- 
sell Walter,  Dale  Hamilton,  Harry  Heckman,  and  Burke  Coonradt.  These  boys, 
after  some  pleading,  were  permitted  to  broadcast  over  the  Commodore  Broad- 
casting Station.  Mr.  Ziese  helped  in  preparing  the  program.  Harry  Heckman 
was  announcer,  the  rest  of  the  committee  spoke  in  turn  for  the  restoration  of  a 
four-year  high  school.  The  Dunbar  Quartette  sang  between  speeches.  The 
program  was  very  well  managed  and  helped  a  great  deal  in  forwarding  the  cause. 

After  our  parade  was  over,  the  committee  and  several  picked  Seniors  went 
on  a  house  to  house  canvass  to  secure  promised  votes  in  favor  of  the  referendum. 

When  the  day  of  the  election  came,  many  of  the  Seniors  stayed  out  of  school 
and  worked  at  the  polls.  The  American  Legion,  headed  by  C.  E.  Thorkelson, 
chairman  of  the  committee  of  American  Legion,  cooperated  with  us  in  the  elec- 
tion and  to  make  the  referendum  pass.  Mr.  Wells,  of  the  Wells  Oil  Co.,  donated 
about  70  gallons  of  gasoline.  Other  oil  companies  also  donated  gas.  The  stu- 
dents with  cars  drove  many  voters  to  the  polls  and  thus  saved  the  high  school 
from  its  possible  disgrace.

Tlie  lii  st  semester  the  girls  made  silhouettes  and  took  trips  through  bakeries 
and  dairies.  In  addition  to  the  trips,  in  the  second  semester,  the  club  had  a 
dance.  It  was  given  on  March  30  to  raise  money.  Some  of  the  meetings  were 
devoted  to  the  study  of  famous  people  in  home  economic  work. 

It  had  two  lushing  teas.  The  first  was  a  Hallowe'en  tea  and  the  second  was 
a  bunco  party  for  Valentine's  Day.  The  club  had  a  tea  for  the  faculty,  the 
only  social  given  this  year  for  the  teachers.  In  May  a  dance  was  given  in  the 
Staley  Club  for  the  graduating  Seniors. 

It  is  the  custom  for  the  club  to  give  a  gift  to  the  department  each  year. 
This  year  the  gifts  were  a  fiiing  cabinet  and  a  framed  illustration  of  a  "Prayer 
for  a  Little  House".  Helen  Ljvesay  did  the  art  work  on  this  in  Mrs.  Meyer's 
class.  The  girls  undertook  the  decoration  of  the  domestic  science  laboratory. 
They  enameled  the  furniture  and  furnished  flowers  to  make  the  room  more  at- 
tractive.

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The  preparation  of  simple,  low  cost,  appetizing  meals,  proper  serving,  the 
working  out  of  family  and  personal  budgets,  cooking  for  the  sick  and  conval- 
escent, first  aid,  bathing  babies,  and  the  care  of  children  were  given  special  atten- 
tion in  the  foods  classes  this  year.  For  six  weeks,  two  lessons  a  week,  the  girls 
were  given  instructions  by  nurses  from  the  School  Health  Department  and  the 
Macon  County  Hospital. 

They  devoted  the  last  six  weeks  of  the  semester  to  the  planning  and  furnish- 
ing of  a  modest  home.  The  rooms  of  the  department,  through  the  financial  assist- 
ance of  the  Home  Economics  Club,  were  redecorated  in  green  and  cream.  With 
the  addition  of  potted  plants  and  a  framed  illustration  of  a  "Prayer  for  a  Little 
House"  made  in  the  Art  Department  by  Helen  Livesay,  and  green  and  cream 
paint  to  trim  wastebaskets,  ice  box  and  desks  the  rooms  were  made  very  attractive. 
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The  course  in  foods  was 
changed  somewhat  this  year  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  times  and 
to  help  solve  the  financial  prob- 
lems encountered  in  most  homes. 
From  the  order  lists  of  the  Macon 
County  Relief  Committee  the 
classes  worked  out  low  cost 
menus  of  adequate  food  value. 
The  School  Health  Department 
found  that  man\'  children  in 
homes  depending  on  relief  agen- 
cies for  food  were  malnourished 
and  had  decayed  teeth  due  to  im- 
proper diet.  To  combat  this  con- 
dition the  High  School  Foods  De- 
partment has  tried  to  educate  in 
the  selection  of  diets  for  blood, 
hone,   and   teeth   building. 

They  found  that  it  is  possible 
for  a  family  to  be  well  nourished 
for  very  little  money  by  proper 
food  selection.  Fuel  saving  may 
be  accomplished  by  the  use  of  a 
home-made  fireless  cooker. 
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DOLL  CONTEST 

As  a  Christmas  project  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  asked  the  girls  of  Miss  Murphy's 
sewing  classes  to  help  dress  dolls.  Each  girl  was  given  a  doll  and  was  allowed 
to  choose  the  material  and  to  design  the  costume.  After  they  were  completed 
a  contest  was  held  and  the  high  school  girls  and  citizens  voted  on  the  best 
dressed  dolls. 

The  prize  for  the  best  dressed  doll  went  to  Toletha  Martin  and  the  second 
prize  to  Virginia  Tohill.  The  dolls  were  distributed  at  Christmas  time  to  the 
needy  children  of  the  citv. 
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One  of  the  problems  in  the  children's  Clothing  Class  was  making  children's 
dresses  for  girls  six  to  seven  years  of  age.  The  materials,  which  consisted  of 
gav  prints,  percales,  and  muslins,  were  donated  by  the  American  Red  Cross. 

The  girls  designed  their  own  patterns  and  when  the  patterns  were  completed 
a  group  of  girls  from  Gastman  School  served  as  models  in  the  style  show. 

Thirty-five  dainty  little  dresses  were  exhibited.  The  dresses  then  were  dis- 
tributed to  the  needy  children  of  the  city. 

Later  the  Community  Store  sent  more  material,  which  in  turn,  was  made 
into  smart,  attractive  dresses  for  girls  of  the  junior  high  age. 

The  girls  not  only  enjoyed  doing  this  work  as  a  class  project,  but  the)  wel- 
comed the  opportunity  to  help  others. 
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LINCOLN  ESSAY  CONTEST 

Betty  Bennett  and  Francis  Wier  won  first  place  in  the  Lincoln  Essay  con- 
test for  1933.  The  prizes  of  thirty  dollars  each  will  he  awarded  on  commence 
ment  clay.  Francis  is  a  member  of  the  mid-year  1933  class  and  Betty  of  the 
June,  1933  class.  Each  year  a  boy  and  a  girl  from  the  Senior  Class  are  chosen 
for  this  award.  Citizenship,  essay  merit,  and  delivery  of  essay  are  the  deciding 
factors  for  the  selection.  This  year  the  essays  were  delivered  before  a  Senior 
auditorium  honoring  Lincoln's  birthday. 

To  Mrs.  Inez  J.  Bender  the  Decatur  High  School  is  indebted  for  this  Lin- 
coln prize  fund.  This  is  the  first  year  that  Mrs.  Bender  was  not  present  to 
hear  the  winning  essays.  Mrs.  Bender  passed  away  in  the  early  summer  of 
1932,  one  of  the  most  beloved  and  loyal  friends  of  the  Decatur  schools.  A  stu- 
dent and  sincere  admirer  of  Lincoln,  she  has  left  a  fitting  memorial  to  herself 
and  to  him,  for  the  Lincoln  award  is  honored  and  coveted  by  each  member  of 
the  graduating  class. 
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THE  IDA  K.  MARTIN  CONTEST 

The  [da  k.  Martin  contest,  winch  is  open  to  any  members  of  the  Senior 
Class,  was  established  by  Miss  Martin  in  1920.  The  interest  from  one  thousand 
dollars  is  divided  each  year  between  a  boy  and  a  girl  from  the  graduating  class. 
The  students  submit  essays  on  patriotic  subjects  to  the  English  department. 
Each  contestant  is  scored  upon  the  merit  of  his  essay,  the  reading  of  his  essay, 
and  his  citizenship.     The  awards  are  made  to  the  winners  at  commencement.

The  winning 
students  are  selected  by  the  faculty  on  the  basis  of  scholarship,  loyalty  to  the 
school,  leadership,  and  citizenship.     Awards  are  made  at  commencement.

MELROSE  LECTURES 


Dr.  Melrose,  professor  of  philosophy  and  psychology  at  James  Millikin 
University,  gave  a  series  of  six  lectures  to  the  juniors  and  seniors  of  the  De- 
catur High  School  at  the  beginning;  of  the  second  semester.  These  lectures 
were  delivered  on  each  Tuesday  of  a  six  week  period. 

The  subject  of  Dr.  Melrose's  lectures  was  "The  Orientation  of  Culture". 
Beginning  with  the  Greek  background,  Dr.  Melrose  traced  the  progress  of 
culture  through  the  ages  until  the  present  time.  In  ancient  Greece,  culture 
was  thought  to  be  based  upon  the  physical  being.  Socrates  and  Plato,  leaders 
of  Greek  philosophy,  believed  that  man  was  the  measure  of  all  things.  Later, 
Aristotle,  a  pupil  of  Plato,  conceived  the  idea  that  culture  was  based  upon 
the  spiritual.  Then,  growing  from  these  two  conceptions,  it  was  decided  that 
process  was  the  basis  of  culture. 

By  means  of  a  diagram  Dr.  Melrose  charted  the  relationship  of  the 
church  and  state  through  the  centuries.  Until  1 C >00  A.  1).,  the  church  was 
supreme.  Then  the  state  rose  in  importance  until  1900  when  the  two  forces 
came  very  close  together.     Science  continues  to  forge  ahead  of  religion. 

At  the  first  of  the  series.  Dr.  Melrose  explained  what  his  subject  included. 
Due  to  the  shortness  of  time  in  which  to  cover  such  an  involved  topic,  he 
explained  that  only  the  frame  work  could  be  presented. 

"The  Romans,"  he  said,  "furnished  the  organization  to  preserve  Greek 
culture." 

"The  innate  needs  in  him  start  every  man  going,"  Dr.  Melrose  stated  in 
one  of  his  lectures.  "He  struggles  with  his  environment  to  get  the  answer 
to  his  needs." 

"There  is  nothing  more  sacred  or  important  than  having  the  courage  to 
be  yourself,"  he  declared.  "Give  yourself  to  your  culture  and  find  yourself 
in   it." 

Decatur  High  School  students  consider  themselves  extremely  fortunate 
in  having  been  able  to  hear  Dr.  Melrose's  talks.  Mr.  Sayre  expressed  the 
feeling  of  both  faculty  and  students  when  he  said  that  he  felt  the  opportunity 
had  been  unequaled  in  the  history  of  the  school.

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and  Benoit  Singleton.  .Mam  beautiful  Christmas  cards  and  book  marks 
were  designed  by  all  members  of  the  department  and  attractively  displayed. 

Real  Christmas  spirit  was  shown  in  the  designing  and  making  of  over 
one  hundred  paper  dolls.  Each  with  a  very  complete  and  elaborate  ward- 
robe was  placed  in  a  decorated  box.  These  dolls  were  made  for  the  Y.  W. 
C.  A.  Toyland  to  be  placed  in  the  Christmas  baskets  with  other  gifts  for 
the  poor  children  of  Decatur.  Very  attractive  dolls  and  outfits  were  designed 
by  Patricia  Bear,  Harry  Bloomquist,  Blanche  Despres,  Harry  Harper,  Marie 
Schuerman,  and   Percy  Sears. 

Each  teacher  visiting  the  exhibit  was  presented  with  a  metal  desk  box 
designed  and  enameled  by  the  art  students. 

The  .March  exhibit  included  over  one  hundred  examples  of  decorative 
lettering  of  poems  and  of  prose  quotations.  A  number  of  these  were  in  Latin, 
Spanish  or  French.  The  English  teachers  were  asked  to  select  favorite 
poems  or  quotations.  They  responded  beautifully  with  material  well  worth 
the  labor  ami  skill  spent  in  illuminating  it.  Other  teachers  also  contributed 
material  appropriate  to  their  respective  departments.  After  the  illumina- 
tions were  done,  they  were  exhibited.

The  Decatur  High  School  paper,  The  Observer,  lias  celebrated  its  for- 
tieth anniversary  this  year,  and  it  now  has  the  distinction  of  being  one  of  the 
oldest  high  school  publications  in  the  United  States.  It  has  conic  to  be  one 
of  Decatur  High  School's  oldest  organizations. 

During  the  forty  years  of  The  Observer's  existence,  it  has  encountered 
several  periods  of  depression,  but  it  has  weathered  each  one  and  has  been 
able  to  continue  uninterrupted  publication. 

The  forty  years  have  included  man}-  honors  for  the  paper,  the  most  out- 
standing of  which  was  rating  second  place  two  times  in  the  National  Contest 
of  the  Columbia  Press  Association  at  Columbia  University  in  New  York  City.

A  thirty  yard  run  by  Gentry  on  an  end  around  play  and  a  series  of  plunges 
Iry  Redding  and  McGlasson  led  to  Centralia's  defeat  in  the  second  meeting  of 
the  two  schools.

Centralia  started  a  march  in  the  last  quarter  from  her 
own  twenty  yard  line  to  Decatur's  twenty  yard  line  but  three  line  plays  and  an 
incomplete  forward  pass  ended  the  threat  and  the  game  ended  a  few  minutes 
later. 

URBANA 

For  many  years  Urbana  has  been  a  jinx  to  a  Decatur  High  football  team. 
This  year  the  jinx  was  broken  after  the  game  looked  like  it  was  going  to  be  a 
scoreless  tie  when  Baruzzini  fell  on  a  fumbled  punt  deep  in  Urbana's  territory 
that  led  to  the  only  touchdown  of  the  game.  The  feature  of  the  game  was 
Decatur's  eighty  yard  march  in  the  second  quarter  that  was  halted  by  a  Deca- 
tur fumble. 

CHAMPAIGN 

Decatur  met  their  first  conference  defeat  through  Champaign.  Champaign's 
offense,  which  continually  kept  Decatur  in  trouble,  was  led  by  Carl  Grolla.  His 
passing,  running,  and  pass  receiving  led  directly  to  all  three  Champaign  scores. 
Decatur's  offense  never  threatened  once,  registering  but  two  first  downs.  Excel- 
lent punting  kept  Decatur  deep  in  their  own  territory  most  of  the  game. 

ST.  TERESA 

Decatur  won  the  third  annual  game  with  St.  Teresa  by  a  7-0  score.  Deca- 
tur threatened  St.  Teresa's  goal  line  frequently  but  a  valiant  defense  or  a  fum- 
bling of  the  wet  ball  would  temporarily  halt  the  threat.  Decatur's  defense  was 
so  strong  that  St.  Teresa  failed  to  threaten  their  goal  line  once,  never  crossing 
the  middle  of  the  field. 

MATTOON 

On  Armistice  Day  Decatur  journeyed  to  Mattoon,  still  smarting  from  the 
defeat  of  a  year  ago.  Touchdowns  made  by  a  pass  to  Wilson,  a  five  yard  plunge 
by  Redding,  and  an  end  run  by  McGlasson  led  to  Mattoon's  downfall.  Deca- 
tur's powerful  defense  held  Mattoon  to  two  first  downs  while  their  offense 
collected  a  total  of  fifteen. 

SPRINGFIELD 

Springfield  won  the  annual  Thanksgiving  Day  battle  with  Decatur  by  a 
6-0  score.  The  offense  of  both  teams  was  hindered  by  the  wet  ball  and  slippery 
field.  Springfield  scored  soon  after  the  second  half  began,  resulting  from  a  poor 
kickoff  and  a  successive  drive  of  forty  yards.  Decatur's  offense  made  but  one 
first  down  during  the  game  and  failed  to  threaten  once  while  Springfield  made 
five  first  downs  and  threatened  several  times.
